raitjvay ro»'te with considerable avidity. 
The rlimor f.hat Burrard Inlet is to be 

discarded and Bute adopted has elicited 
the assertion from bourcea inimicable to 
Sir John A. Macdonald that the extra 
thirty luillious it is alleged the line via 
Bute will cost, as compared with con- 
struction via Ti aser Valley, is likely to 
prove the actual price of his seat for 
this city. But the Hamilton Spectator 
says : — "The substitution of Bute Inlet 
for Burrard Inlet will give the road a 
good ocean terminus and enable it to 
compete on favorable terms with any 
other route between Liverpool and Yo- 
kohama. The additional expense is 
Bot more than three millions, excluding 
the cost of a bridge at Seymour Nar- 
rows, which is not contemplated as a 
necessity." The Montreal Herald takes 
exception to the rumored change on the 
grounds that Mr. IMackexzie when in 
office was in a bettor position to know 
which is the better route of the two 
than Sir JonN A. Macdon'ALD is now 
and submits that if the plan of the ex- 
Premier " 1ms been changed, it has 
been changed by a gentleman who 
can only have devoted some spare mo- 
ments to engineering consultations 
daring the few weeks he has held office 
and who must have been mainly occu- 
pied by politics proper." The Herald 
seems to regard the bridging of Sey- 
mour Narrows as altogether too ab- 
Burb a proposition to be eutertained for 
a moment, and says: — "We have no 
idea that any Ministry will undertake 
the preposterous scheme of bridging the 
wide strait between the mainland and 
Vancouver Island, though this was 
freely spoken of as a part of the gen- 
eral enterprise before 1873. But the 
Ministry of that period had, by Order- 
in-Council, adopted Victoria as the ter- 
minus of their road, and if that city is 
to be the terminus of their road, the 
line must be prolonged by passing 
through the Island of Vancouver, whe- 
ther that island is reached by a bridge 
or a ferry. Sir John Maodo.vald is 
now one of the members for Victoria, 
and this is the way we explain 
the change if it has really been rush- 
ed on with so much precipitation. 
Mr. Mackenzie's leading motive was 
to carry out the bargain with British 
Columbia and get to salt water on the 
Paci6c as speedily and as cheaply as 
possible, consistently with the general 
purpose of the road as a trans-continen- 
tal route. Dr. Tupper's motive is to 
cflrry it on, not merely in the cheapest 
way to the waters of the Pacific, but 
over Vancouver Island to Victoria." 
The St. John, N.B., News, however, 
does not apprehend that the Do.Tinion 
"will have to pay dear" for Sir John 
A. Macdonald's seat and says: — "Wo 
doubt whether there ia much to be 
dreaded in that direction. Not to 
speak nf other cou^iideratinn.s, the re- 
collection of the facts following ought 
to have a trauquilizing efl'ect. The 
whole mutter relative to Brititih Colum- 
bia is in the hands of Parliament. That 
body ia composed of two hundred and 
i.ix iueuiber.s, and of these no les.s than 
two iiumiriid rdpreseut conbtitueiicics 
lying f;tri'astof the Rocky iiiouiitains, 
and Olio !iundre.l luid ninety-six cou- 
Htitaencies east of Lake Suptiior. 
Eastern and Centrul Canada ought to 
be tolerably safe from ruinous exactions 
in behalf of British Columbia." With 
reference to the last jjortiou of thH 
News' comments we feel hound to al- 
lude to the fact that British Columbia 
has never made -'ruinouH exa<:tion.s" 
from either ihe pasu or present Govern- 
ment; but British Columbia expects 
justice, an I surely our contemporary 
would 1.0 have us to Itlie.e that Par- 
liament will be found unwilling to 
"render unto C'leaar the things that are 
Cajsar's."

Tho lecturo by Archdeacon Wright on 
"Cyprus and our jMcditerrauean Posses- 
sions," given last night at tho Mechanics' 
Institute, was listened to by a largo audi- 
ence with an attention which must have 
been gratifying to tho venerable lecturer. 
All present seemed to be most .anxious to 
learn about an island which h.as so re- 
cently come under British rule. We pro- 
sent to our readers but a short notice, hop- 
ing to place further particulars before the 
public in a future issue. Tho Archdeacon 
first described tlie island as to its size, 
shape, harbors, mountains, rivers antl 
other natural features, .and then outcred 
upon tho story of tho island, which was 
extremely interesting. Having sot forth 
tho very earliest settlement by the 
Javaniai family about 2,000 years IJ. C. 
ho gave particulars of tho Phojiiician and 
Greek colonies, the former 150U years B. C. , 
the latter at the time of the iVojic war; 
and then told of the long struggle for 
Cyprus by Egyptians, Assyrians, Persians, 
Athenians and Lricedfeimuiiaiis. This 
went on until the days of Alexander tho 
Great, who, having been a-ssisted by the 
Cypriots in his siege of Tyre, gave them 
his powerful protection. Then caino a 
tale of Roman and Byzantian occupation 
and tho conquest of Cyprus by Richard 
Cteur do Lion, by whom it was given to 
tho Lusignaii family. From the Lusigiiaiis 
it passetl to tho N'enotians, from whom it 
was taken by the Turks in 1571. Tho 
account of the cruelty of tho Turks to tho 
^'enetian commandant and his bravo 
soldier.s called forth feelings of bitter in- 
dignation against these cruel Osinaiilis. 
From the grave and historical the Arch- 
deacon passed on to the climate and pro- 
ductions of Cyprus. Tho inforuiatioii, 
although not so valuable, iioces.sarily 
more generally aeceptahle, aiidnouo could 
listen to the lecturer without feeling that 
they were being very pleasingly instructed 
about a very lovely and rich i.slaiid. Ciuler 
liritisli rule all feft th:it tho ancient pro- 
litic produce would he again seen and that 
Cypuis wouUl tcein witli silk, sugar, wine, 
wheat and tho many other articles 
for which it once was so renowned. 
Now follov.ed a picture of the 
people, their ilrcss, habit .and cus- 
toiiin, and here the * ■ 'hdoacon seemed 
particularly :\t horuiv ins :'.ccount of tho 
wages, fooit and aiinple life told of Island- 
ers, who under good rule Viould he very 
hajjpy anil profipcrous, but wh", under 
present circmnstancoa had much to on- 
duro. Tho futo of ELidji Jorghi illus- 
trated acuriuuscustoinof self-sacrifice. The 
.\rclideacon, with this preparation of his 
hearers, was in a condition to give an ac- 
count of the leading tov.'iis and Kpoci;il 
ciroinustauces connected with them. This 
Wus done very fully, .and we were liappy 
to soo liDW interested all in tho ball wero 
as they wero taken to the Capital, Nikosic, 
and from theiico to the several remarka- 
ble places uf the island lying nearly all of 
tlieni on the s^-a co.i.st. 1 'art icilars were 
now given tuncliiu;.,' the aiitii piities of the 
Island and I lie e.\tra 'nliiiary art treasures 
which have v. ithiu the last 20 years been 
discovered in various parts of it. We 
(|uito felt with tho Archdeacon when he 
I regretted that time did not permit him to 
speak fully on Turkish rule, Turkish 
courts of justice, Turkish taxaticui and 
, Turkish conscription. We should indeed 
' have been ghiil of information on those 
important points; at the same time we 
think the lecturer was wise tu leave his 
hearers siiniot liing to v.ish lor. The h?c- 
ture ended with a clear siateiueiit of the 
value of Cyprus politically and strategic- 
ally, especially as regards tlie ei'.st and our 
, Indian Empire. It is a great matter to 
; obtain tho views of tlio.ie who have lived 
. in tho cast, and tho many years spent by 
.\rclideauoii \Vriglit in Greece, Turk-ey, 
and also the East Indies entitle him to 
siieak with authority. lie may have ap- 
peared to jnio to anticipate a too .speedy 
pruLiicss of railway enterprise when ho 
I t.alked of a terminus .at the head of tho 
I Persian Gulph, and a great central termin- 
I us at Kiirracbec; but he evidently knew 
I about the subject with which he was deal- 
; ing, ;v]id wo went with the Venerable lec- 
j tiirer in every v,-or<l he said about our In- 
' dian Enqiiro and the necessity of having 
I its outpost.s thoroughly under our control, 
j Tho public ought tu bo very thankful 
when they can obtain such a locturo as 
that on C^'priiH for the Ninall sum of a 
I quarter of a drdlar. Surely the Mechan- 
I ics' Institute deserves over}' support.

Odd Fello-wa' Eall. 

Judging from the plans designed for 
the proposed Odd Fellows' Hall we aro 
led to the conclusion that tho structure 
will bo one of the greatest orn.aments of 
the city. Tenders for its erection have 
already been opened by a Board of Dele- 
gates from the several lodges, but, al- 
though, it ia pretty woU, known whoso 
bid for tho' work is' the lowest, no 
award has as yet been made. In the 
course of a few days, however, tho matter 
will bo definitely settled. The building 
is to stand in the centre of tho block on 
tho cast sitle of Douglas strctt, botv.-eon 
Yates and Johnson streets, one of the 
most rapidly improving portions of tho 
city. It will consist of two stories, con- 
structed of brick, with ornamental stono 
and cement trimmings, the roof being 
surmounted by a wrouglit-iron cresting of 
artistic design. The building, which will 
have a frontage of 00 ft. and a depth of 
00 ft., will obtain an elevation of 43 ft. at 
tho oomico and C8 feet at tho cresting. 
Tlio main entrance, wliich is to be on 
Douglas Btreot, will form one of tho most 
attractive features of tho exterior of the 
Hall. Tho doorway will bo arched, and 
in the spandrels of tho arch there will be 
two draped tigures. The one on tho right 
aide will bo represented as having iu her 
hand the olivo branch, emblematic of 
"Peace;" that on the loft side will ex- 
tend a branch of oak, signifying 
"Strength;" whilst suspended from the 
key-stone and held by the figures will bo 
tho three links, denoting "Friendship," 
"Love" and "Truth." The oft'ect of tho 
arrangement will bo admirable. Passing 
through the main entrance a spacious hall, 
20 ft. X 10 ft. is at once reached. To tho 
right and to the left of it will bo conven- 
ient stores each 40 ft. in. x 23 ft., well 
lightetl and with ceilings 10 ft. high. 
Passing along the hall the Grand Socro- 
taiy's otKce, an apartment 12i ft. x 10 ft. 
will bo gained, and oponing into it will 
be a fire-proof vault 5 ft. 6 in. x 4 ft. 9 in. 
for the safe custody of records and otlier 
valuable documents. In the rear of the 
ground floor there will be the necessary 
outhouses, etc. , for the accomodation of 
the lesaecs of the stores. Ascoiiding tho 
grand staircase it will bo found that it 
leads to a landing 10 ft. x C ft. 9 in., and 
directly opposite the head of the staira it 
is intended to place a largo stained glass 
window, on the [laiies of which will bo de- 
picted oiiibleuis of tho craft. This win- 
dow will be flanked by two niches for the 
reception of statuottos. Ou tho right 
hand sido of the landing will bo the wait- 
ing room, 10 feet x 7 feet inches, 
I from which will be approached tho 
ante-room, 22 feet 9 inches x 14 foot. 
I In the latter apartinont there will be three 
I regalia ruoiiis, each 4 ft. 4 in. x2 ft. Ciii., 
! whilst ailjucent to it will bo tho lavatory 
I and janitor's room. Tho lodge room, 
wliich is entered from the ante-room, will 
be a vt!ry handsome hall 03 ft. long x 30 
I ft. wide, having a coll'erod coiling 29 ft. 
high. The design of tho coiling is most 
elabnr.ito and the plaster work will be 
artistically flowered. The hall will bo 
wainscotod with ornamental panels and 
the trimmings of the windows and doora 
will bo of tho highest finish. Liglit will 
bo gained from five largo, circular-headed 
windows and two massive chandeliers of 
costly p.attern. The Encampment room 
adjoins tho lodge room. Returning to tho 
landing, the library, a very coiivonient 
apartment 20 ft. x 14 ft., is entered on tho 
loft hand sido. This room will also be 
handsomely corniced and finished with 
flowered centres. It is nndorstootl that 
the Hall will be conimencod as early in 
spring as weather will iiermit and that the 
reason foriiivitiiigteiidora so far in advance 
was to afl'ord the contractor or contrac- 
tors an opportunity to have materials in 
readiness Iiy that time. Stono will 
nocessiirily have to be (piarriod, choice 
lumber selected and other preliminaries 
•arranged before. a building which will cost 
in the neighborliood of .?15,000 can bo 
proceeded with. Tho plans of the Hall 
were designed by John Teague, Esq. , 
architect, to whom they are a decided 
credit.
